Sociel “elfere Educetion 


On 12 November e meeting of persons interested in Sccial Welfare Education 
was held in Osaka, resulting in a decision to form a Kansai Societe] Velfere Educa- 
tion Committee. This committee will be organized independently of the Sociel 
Velfere Educetion Committee, which hes been formed in Tokyo, but wil? werk close- 
Jy with the centrel committee. It is expected that representatives of education- 
al institutions in the Kensai Area wil] perticipate in the committee, as well as 
public welfere officials anc representetives of welfare agencies, It will be the 
purpose of the cemmittee to determine whet is now being done to adequetely pre- 
pare persons whe wish to enter the welfere field upon the completion of these 
studies, Many of the ecucaetional institutions in this erea (Osaka, Kyoto, Hyogo, 
Nagoye) heve indicrted en interest in making sociel service a pert of their cur- 
-riculum but little progress hes been made, This committee will develop recommen- 
dations to submit to the universities. Questions to be considered include: 

(1) whet sociel service courses should be included in school curricule; (2) in 
what years of schooling shovld such training be included; (3) can field work be 
given to teech the students the prectics1 application of vrinciples; (4) what 
action cen be teken to develop welfare literature end libraries containing infor- 
mation concerning welfere vroblems end progrems.
